Birmingham, Nov. 18—Chas 


former warden of 
Flat Top prison mine, last 
night was freed of murder 
charges in connection with the 
death of James Knox, native of 
West Virginia, and a convict at 
the mine in 1924, after a jury 
had deliberated less than one 
hour. 

Davis was acquitted after 11 
days of legal clashes between 
opposing counsel with convicts 
and ex-conviets playing the 
roles of leading witnesses for 
both sides. The state charge 
that Knox was beaten and then 
ducked in a laundry vat until 
dead, accusing Davis of issuing | ( 
des ith ‘of the convict and of lat- 
er ordering poison pumped into 
Knox’s body to stimulate sui- 
cide. 

Four other persons were in- 
dicited in connection with the 
death of Knox, the Jefferson 
county grand jury returning 
true bills after an investigation 
which startled the whole state 
and which injected the convict 
lease sysetm into the democrat- 
ic primary. Charges of cruelty 
were made before the inquis- 
itorial body, according to Its 
report a few weeks later, with 
the warden accused of heading 
the prison regime that dealt out 
harsh punishment to convicts 
supposedly not in favor with 
Davis. 

Wiley Pugh, 
the state’s principal witness. 
His statement to state auth- 
orities a short time after Knox’s 
death precipitated the invest- 
igation which resulted in the 
indictment of Davis and four 
others on murder charges. His 
story included charges of in- 
humane treatment of prisoners 
in addition to accusing Warden 
Davis of being’responsible for 
the death of Knox. Other 
convicts told virtually the same 
story as that bared by Pugh on 
the stand. 

Cecil Houston, convict and 
one of Warden Davis’ trusties 
at Flat Top, also under indict- 
ment in connection with the 
Knox death, led a group otf 
prisoners in defense of Davis, 
claiming that Knox took 
poison. 

Davis smiled broadly tonight 
when informed of the Jury’s 
action w hile his wife, who had 
been in the court room with 
him throughout the trial, was 
overjoyed.

FARM PEOPLE TOO WILL 
GIVE THANKS 


has 
Auburn, Ala., Nov. 15— 
Special. Although the price of 


cotton is low and their buying 
power is substantially reduced, 
farm people of Alabama have 
many things for which to be 
thankful this year, according 
to facts presented by Prof. L. N 


Dunean, director, Extension 
Institute, Auburn. 

The yield of all crops has 
been good. It has been a long 


time since nature has smiled 
upon farmers as lavishly as she 
has this year. The cotton crop 
is larger than that of last year, 
and even the acre-yield is a 
little higher. 

Along with this good cotton 
crop, excellent yields of corn 
hay, and other foods and feeé 
crops have been made. It has 
been the best garden year in @ 
decade; many gardens furnish- 
ing fresh vegetables from early 
spring until late fall, and ex- 
tending into the winter. Pas- 
tures have been good also. 

While the purchasing power 
of farmers has been cut, Prof. 
Dunean says that with thelr 
barns fullof hay, their cribs 
full of corn, plenty of meat in 
their smokehouses, and canned, 
dried, and other products In 
their pantries, farm people 
will have fewer things to buy, 
and thereby less buying to do 
next year. 

Prof. Duncan admits freely 
that the cotton situation is bad 
because of low prices, but says 
that with the help of their bank 
ers and business friends, far- 
mers can pull out and get some 
per manent good from it by pool 


ing their cotton for orderly 
marketing, by reducing the 
acreage next spring, and by 


increasing the uses‘ and de- 


mands for cotton.
